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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The cited prior art of record, Varghese et al, 
teach the limitations of independent claims 1, 8, 15, 22 and 23 according to the language of the claims. Varghese et al achieve the 
functionality of the claim language, such as partial indexes and mappers by teaching prefix-matching using successive bit of the address 
and nesting prefixes to trace thru the trie (col. 6 lines 15-26, col. 11 lines 19-29)-these successive bits as seen in Figures 5 and 8 achieve 
the partial indexes. Varghese et al's teaching of prefix-lookup techniques and pointers along with longest-matching techniques and 
hashing provide mappers from previous prefixes for lookups (col.6 lines 15-26, col. 9 lines 20-45, col. 12 lines 6-59). Applicant's 
arguments are therefore non-persuasive. 
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
